From many experi-- 
ments we find that planting Iris in 
these two months gives the best results 
and you ere more certain to get bloom 


the nest Spring. Late planting wili give 


vou ahout the same increase, but bloom- 
ing heavily is something else; so If 
you want bloom for certain, plant in 
July and august. In later plantings it 
is hard to get the plants well rooted 
to winter properly. 


When rhizomes reach you, some+times a 
fan or so on the rhizome will be ary: 
DC NOT PULL OFF THIS DHY FAN., as the 
wound will be a soft spot later and 
may cause the rhizome to pass out of 
the picture, These dry fans will shove 
off of their own accord iater as the 
rhizome grows.
